WHO AND WHAT 
THE UHLANS ARE 


Just who and what the Uhlan is at 


the present time occupies the minds 
of many persons here, An erroneous 
impression seems to exist ip seme 


quarters that the word “Uhlan” indi- 
cates a tribe or nationality similar to 
the word “Cossack.” This is not so. 

The Cossack is born a Cossack, His 
is of Tartar origin. whose able-bodied 
men are enrolled in the armies of the 
czar. The word “Uhlan simply de- 
notes a certain type of cavalryman in 
the German army. The Uhlan is a 
lancer, There ave 26 regiments of 
Uhlaus in the German army—19 from 
Prussia, three from Saxony, two from 
Bavaria and two from Wurtemourg 
with a total strength on a peace foot- 
ing of approximately 25.000. These 
regiments are ranked as heavy cavalry 
and are used principally as indepen- 
dent cavalry, forming the cavalry 
screen, . 

This was their employment in the 
Franco-Prussian war, and from the 
reports coming from Belsium it 
would seem that Uhlans are still be- 
ing used as the vanguard ef the Ger- 
man army. 

The Uhlan is armed with lance, 
faber, carbine and pistol, He is well 
mounted and his equipment is espe- 
cially designed for the purpose for 
which he is employed—ready to fight 
or run, ride down outposts or scout- 
ing parties of the enemy, harass his 
Hanks and sereen the movements of 
hie own main body, 

The word “Uhlan” itself is of Pol- 
tes i nd denotes a lancer, The 
Uhlans in the German army wear the 
jeeapsa, the peculor flat-topped head- 
Fiore which was worn by the Polish

Ublans and which to this day is the 
Aist! mark in the uniforms 
of the lancer regiments of Great
